Audit Company Reported Results of 
Examination of Books. 


Lexington.—The Fayette county fis¬ 
cal court met in a special session for 
the purpose of hearing and consider¬ 
ing the report of the American Audit 
Co. on the investigation of the coun¬ 
ty's books Tor a period of five and one- 
half years ending with Jan. 1, 1910.

You would think there would be suf¬ 
ficient pride, piety and patriotism In 
the Mohammedan world to perpetuate 
monuments and Institutions chiefly ec¬ 
clesiastic In their origin and purpose, 
but the aame conditions appear in 
every country where Islam prevails, 
except in Constantinople, Cairo and 
one or two other cities. 

Islam is a dying religion. It has 
reached a hopeless stage of decay. If 
the appearance of Its mosques and me 
dresses, Its shrines, the mausoleums of 
Its saints, Its cemeteries and other pub¬ 
lic institutions may be accepted as evi¬ 
dence. I have never seen a new 
mosque in any Mohammedan country; 
I do not know of one that has been 
built within the last century, and few 
have been repaired. Everywhere the 
Indifference is the same; everywhere 
the same degree of dilapidation may 
be found, even in the most fanatical 
cities like Bokhara and Damascus. 

The Persians used to call Samar¬ 
kand the center of the universe, the 
hub, Uke Boston. It was the Athena of 
Asia for learning and cuture, but a 
Babylon for extravagance and vice. 
The luxury and Immorality of lta 
rulers and Its citizens was the cause 
of its decay. Its population at the 
zenith of its glory was a million; now 
it has scarcely 175,000 Inhabitants.

While both 
these plants contain a narcotic poison, 
the smoking of leaves In moderation 
Is harmless Excessive use. though, 
produces a heavy stupor, from which 
the smoker awakes with a terrific 
headache and a feeling of utter ex¬ 
haustion.

MEET IN CONGRESS AT ROME 


International Gathering of Foes of Tu¬ 
berculosis to Bo Held Late in 


Official announcement of the Seventh 
International Congress on Tuberculo¬ 
sis, which will include representatives 
from every civilised country in the 
world, haa been made by the National 
Association for the Study and Preven¬ 
tion of Tuberculosis;- The congress 
will be held in Rome from September 
24 to SO, 1911, and will be similar tn 
many respect* to that held In Wash¬ 
ington In the fall of 1903. The con¬ 
gress, which meets every three yean, 
will be under the direct patronage at 
the king and queen of Italy. 

An American committee of 100 will 
be appointed as the official represen¬ 
tatives of the United States. Mean¬ 
while the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
la acting In that capacity and It* office 
in New York will he the headquarters 
for the United States delegation. The 
secretary general of the congress la 
Prof. Vittorio Aseoll of Rome. 

As a direct result of the stimulus of 
the last international congress held in 
this country, the American committee 
will be_able to report that the number 
of tuberculosis agencies in this coun¬ 
try have been tripled in the three 
years. More than twice as much 
money is being spent in the fight 
against tuberculosis by private socie¬ 
ties and institutions, and the appropri¬ 
ations of federal, state, municipal and 
county have increased nearly four¬ 
fold. It la estimated that nearly $16.- 
000,000 will be spent In anti-tuberculo¬ 
sis work in 1910.

The way to secure this is to install 
a water supply system, with a pres¬ 
sure tank In the basement This pres¬ 
sure tank is so arranged that by 
pumping It full under strong air pres¬ 
sure the water Is forced all over the 
house, and is available for the bath¬ 
room, toilet room and the garden or 
| Are hose. The water is distributed 
about the house exactly as It Is to 
city homes, by means of galvanized 
Iron pipee. Where a small building 
Is te be supplied and the amount of 
water to be used Is not large, the sys¬ 
tem can be Installed for $50. For the 
average house $90 Is a better figure. 

Where the bouse is large, and where 
considerable amounts of water are 
needed for the lawn and garden, and 
possibly also for washing carriages, 
automobiles and horses, a larger sys¬ 
tem should be installed, costing up to 
$160. Tbe cost of the system, there¬ 
fore. depends upon the wishes of the 
owner and the demands that will be 
made upon It. 

Its Installation is easy, and its op¬ 
eration is exceedingly simple. Any 
pipe fitter or plumber can put to tbe 
plant so that it will work perfectly.

1 have a system of this kind to my 
country home. It was installed four 
years ago and cost $75. Previous to 
that time nothing of the kind had 
been used to my neighborhood. We 
take care of the waste water and 
sewage by running a large tile from 
the bathroom, one-quarter of a mile 
distant, to a large cistern, located to 
the center of a big field. This Is dis¬ 
infected about twice a year, and la 
easily handled. I have never had any 
trouble with the water pipes, even 
during the coldest weather.
